The  following  orders  and  arrangements  for  the  formation,  move- 
ment and  disbandnient  of  the  Inaugnral  Parade  of  the  4th  of  March, 
1.S93,  are  herei^y  annonnced  : 

Tile  column  will  he  composed  of  two  Grand  Divisions. 

FiR.sT   Grand   Division. 

I.  The  First  Brigade,  First  Division,  consisting  of  United  States 
forces,  will  assemble  in  inverted  order  at  10.20  a.  m.  as  follows:  Bat- 
talion of  marines  and  artillery  not  mounted  and  serving  as  infantry,  on 
north  .side  of  Penns3'lvania  avenue,  facing  south,  the  marmes  on  the 
right  and  their  right  resting  on  Jack.son  Place  (Sixteen-and-a-half 
street);  the  light  battery  of  the  F^irst  Brigade  in  column  of  platoons  on 
Jaclcson  Place  (Sixteen-and-a-half  street),  head  of  column  on  Penn.syl- 
vania  avenue  ;  the  squadron  of  cavalry  of  the  First  Brigade  in  column 
in  rear  of  the  light  battery,  to  march  in  column  of  platoons  on  coming 
into  the  avenue. 

The  Second  Brigade  will  assemble  in  column  on  Pennsylvania 
avenue  at  the  above  hour,  infantry  in  column  of  companies,  followed 
by  light  artiller>'  and  cavalry  in  column  of  platoons  ;  the  leading 
company  of  the  Second  Brigade  opposite  the  State,  War  and  Navy 
Department  building. 

The  Grand  Marshal  will  take  post  on  Executive  avenue  at  its 
junction  with  Pennsylvania  avenue  ;  his  Staff,  special  aides  leading, 
will  be  formed   in  column  of  sections  ot  twelve  each,  at  10.^  a.  m. 

The  President  having  been  received  with  proper  honors,  the  First 
Brigade  will  form  colunui  to  the  left,  infantry  in  column  of  companies, 
artillery  and  cavalry  in  column  of  platoons.  The  leadijig  brigade  will 
at  once  move  forward,  followed  in  order  by  : 

The  Grand  Marshal  and  Staff; 

The  President,  the  President-elect,  the  Vice-President-elect  and 
the  Senate  Committee  of  Arrangements  ; 

Members  of  the  Cal)inet  ; 

The  Major-General  commanding  the  Army; 
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The  Senior  Admiral  of  the  Nav}-; 

The  National  Committee  ; 

The  Chairman  of  the  General  Committee  ; 

The  Executive  Committee  ; 
followed  by  the  vSecond  Brigade.     In  this  formation  the  Division  will 
escort  the  President  to  the  Capitol. 

Any  organization  of  the  First  Division  not  in  line  and  ready  to 
move  at  II  a.  m.  will,  without  further  orders,  move  to  a  position  in 
rear  of  the  Third  Division  on  East  Capitol  street,  and  be  reported  to 
the  Chief  of  that  Division  for  assignment. 

Organizations  of  this  Division  marching  to  their  place  of  rendez- 
vous will  be  permitted  to  use  Pennsylvania  avenue  ;  with  this  exception, 
no  organization  in  the  parade  will  use  Pennsylvania  avenue  marching 
to  rendezvous. 

II.  The  Second  Division,  consisting  of  the  Pennsylvania  National 
Guard,  will  assemble  by  brigades  in  close  column  of  companies  at  12 
m.  on  Maryland  avenue  northeast  and  A  street  northeast,  head  of 
column  resting  on  First  street  east. 

Subdivisions  formed  near  junctions  of  streets  will  keep  cross  streets 
unobstructed.     This  rule  applies  to  all  divisions  in  the  parade. 

III.  The  Third  Division,  consisting  of  the  National  Guard  organ- 
izations of  the  other  States,  preceded  by  their  respective  Governors  and 
Staffs,  the  whole  arranged  from  front  to  rear  in  the  order  of  the  States' 
adoption  of  the  Constitution  and  admission  to  the  Union,  will  assemble 
by  brigade  in  close  column  of  companies  at  12  m.  on  East  Capitol 
street,  with  head  of  column  resting  on  First  street  east. 

To  avoid  interrupting  the  march,  the  Staffs  of  the  Governors  of 
the  States  assigned  to  this  Division  will,  at  the  assembly,  take  and 
hold  their  position  in  the  column  as  indicated  below. 

IV.  The  Fourth  Division,  consisting  of  organizations  as  follows  : 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Union  Veteran  Legion,  Union  Veterans' 
Union,  Medal  of  Honor  Eegion  and  Sons  of  Veterans,  will  as.semble  by 
brigades  in  close  column  of  companies  at  12  m.  on  B  street  .southeast, 
with  head  of  cohnnn  resting  on  First  street  east. 

Second   Grand   Division. 

V.  The  First  Division  will  assemble  in  close  column  at  i  :20  p.  m., 
on  First  street  east,  head  of  column  resting  on  B  .street  southeast. 

VI.  The  Second  Division  will  assemble  in  close  column  at  1:30 
p.  ni.,  on  New  Jersey  avenue,  head  of  column  resting  on  B  street 
south.

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VII.  The  Third  Division  will  assemble  in  close  column  at  1:40 
p.  ni.,  on  South  Capitol  street,  head  of  column  resting  on  B  street 
south. 

\'III.  The  Fourth  Division  will  assemble  in  close  column  at  1:50 
p.  m.,  on  Delaware  avenue,  head  of  column  resting  on  B  street  south. 

IX.  The  Fifth  Division  will  a.ssemble  in  close  column  at  2:00  \). 
Ml.,  on  Delaware  avenue,  head  of  colunni  resting  on  H  street  north. 

X.  The  Sixth  Division  will  assemble  in  close  column  at  2:10  p. 
ni.,  on  New  Jersey  avenue,  head  of  column  resting  on  B  street  north. 

XI.  The  First  Division,  First  Grand  Division,  on  arriving  at 
First  street  west,  will  execute  column  left  and  march  to  B  street  north  : 
thence  on  B  .street  north  to  First  street  east ;  thence  .south  on  First 
street  east  to  B  .street  .south  ;  thence  west  on  B  street  .south  to  New- 
Jersey  avenue,  at  which  point  the  Division  Commander  will  halt  the 
leading  company  of  the  First  Brigade,  the  Division  closing  in  mass. 
The  Division  Commander  and  his  Staff  and  the  Commander  of  the  First 
Brigade  and  his  Staff,  turning  into  the  Capitol  grounds  at  New  Jersey 
avenue,  will  halt  on  the  drive  leading  along  the  east  front  of  the 
Capitol. 

XII.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Inaugural  Address,  one  gun  will 
l)e  fired,  at  which  signal  Division  Conunanders  of  the  First  Grand 
Division  will  bring  their  commands  to  attention. 

At  the  signal  of  a  second  gun,  the  First  Divi.sion,  executing 
column  right,  will  enter  the  Capitol  grounds  and  march  along  the  east 
front  of  the  Capitol  to  B  street  north  ;  thence  west  on  B  street  north  to 
First  street  west ;  thence  on  First  .street  west  to  Pennsylvania  avenue. 
The  Commander  of  the  Second  Brigade  will  dispo.se  the  rear  of  his 
column  so  as  to  prevent  any  possible  interference  with  the  head  of  the 
First  Brigade  entering  B  street  north. 

Each  of  the  Divi.sions,  in  the  order  of  its  numerical  designation, 
will  take  up  the  march  as  its  head  is  cleared  by  the  rear  of  the  division 
which  precedes  it. 

Each  Division  Commander  will  detail  a  staff  officer  to  take  position 
in  rear  of,  and  remain  with,  the  Division  next  preceding  his  own  in 
the  column.  This  staff  officer  will  inform  his  Chief  when  the  rear  of 
this  Division  is  about  to  clear  the  head  of  his  own.  and  then  rejoin  his 
Division. 

XIII.  The  column  will  march  west  on  Pennsylvania  avenue  to 
Washington  Circle.  Organizations  (piarteretl  .south  of  Peiuisylvania 
avenue  will  enter  the  Circle  to  the  left,  and  without  changing  forma- 
tion will  march  south  on  New  Hampshire  avenue  to  F  street,  and 
return  to  their  respective  quarters.     Organizations  quartered  north  of 


Pennsylvania    avenue    will    enter   the    Circle   to   the    right   and    turn 
north    into  New  Hampshire  avenue. 

All  organizations,  on  leaving  Pennsylvania  avenue  at  the  Circle, 
will  increase  the  pace  for  a  distance  of  about  two  blocks.  No  organi- 
zation will  be  permitted  to  use  Pennsylvania  avenue  while  returning 
to  quarters. 

XIV.  The  column  will  be  reviewed  by  the  President  from  a 
.stand  marked  by  the  National  flag,  on  the  .south  side  of  Pennsylvania 
avenue,  immediately  in  front  of  the  Executive  Mansion. 

The  guide,  throughout  the  march  from  the  Capitol  to  Washington 
Circle,  will  be  left.  The  point  at  which  the  companies  will  be  brought 
to  carry  arms  will  be  marked  in  front  of  the  ea.st  gate  of  the  Executive 
grounds  ;  companies  will  remain  at  the  carry  until  opposite  the  west 
gate. 

The  Salute. 

The  Grand  Marshal,  all  marshals  and  other  commanders  not 
carrying  drawn  .swords,  will  salute  the  President  with  baton  or  by  un- 
covering ;  their  staifs  will  march  with  swords  undrawn  and  will  not 
.salute. 

Marshals  and  other  commanders  carrying  drawn  swords  will 
salute  as  prescribed  in  drill  regulations ;  each  commander  and  his 
staff  will  salute  and  resume  the  carry  together. 

All  other  officers,  all  colors,  non-commissioned  staff  officers, 
non-commissioned  officers  commanding  subdivisions,  and  drum  majors, 
will  salute  and  resume  the  carry  as  prescribed  in  drill  regulations. 
Men  in  ranks  will  not  salute.  All  who  salute  look  toward  the  Presi- 
dent. The  first  motion  of  the  salute  is  made  at  six  paces  from  the 
front  of  the  President,  the  carry  resumed  at  six  paces  beyond. 

Staffs  of  Governors,  Commanders  of  Divisions  and  Subdivi.sions, 
will  not  wheel  out  of  the  column,  but  will  continue  to  Washington 
Circle,  the  column  being  reviewed  by  the  Grand  Marshal  at  Pennsyl- 
vania avenue  and  Twentieth  street. 

XV.  Military  organizations  will  march  in  close  column  of 
companies  with  not  less  than  twenty-four  files  front.  The  companies 
of  regiments  and  battalions  will  be  equalized  before  moving  to  place  in 
column.  No  organization  will  be  permitted  to  execute  any  change  of 
formation  during  the  march. 

XVI.  All  civic  organizations  will  march  in  sections  of  sixteen  or 
more.  No  organization  will  be  permitted  to  march  with  le.ss  front  than 
sixteen,  and  the  distance  between  sections  must  not  in  any  case  exceed 
sixteen  feet. 
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XVII.  Marshals  of  Divisions  and  all  Coinniandinj;  Officers  will 
keep  their  conuuands  well  closed  up  and  strictly  observe  that  no  greater 
than  regulation  distance  is  allowed  between  different  organizations.
